In other
words, Miseissippi has a law which re
quires the voter to interpret a porsion
of the S:ate Constitution, The regic-
trar appointed oy the machine sake
the questions—which are easy or diffi-
cult, according to his dcsire—end de
cides whether or not he will ellow ycu
to vote. If such s law is consiitutional,
it seems that we need have no fears
for the grandfather clause. We are
glad to see that the North Carclina
amendment secms to contain no locp-
holes for fraud of the Mississippi kind
Indeed, North Carolinians would not
submit to the tyraony of the Miseis
gippi law.

EXPOSED.

The American OCotton Company,
which owns and controle the patents
on the new system of cylindrical bal-
ing for cotton has kzan keeping rather
quiet for some monthe past, but it is
evident that it has nevertheless been
patiently and persistently perfecting
end pushing ite deer laid enc crafty
gschemes for getting the cottin farmers
in ita power. Now The Progrciive
Farmer has never denied that the
oylindrical bale is in macy respects a
dccided improvement over the old
method of baling Butwe have Icoked,
and do pow lcok, with great and in-
creasing suspicion upon the movements
of the compeny which controls the
meachinery and patents on the new
round bale process. From our stand
point it i clcar that the American Cot-
ton Company, end not the farmer, will
gzcure £ the profita derived from the
adventsgcy of the new system., To
th*nk that “armers could with cylin-
dricel balea eccure great!y reduczd
freicht c2d in~urance ra* s ie Indeed a
pleesing thought; but what ehall it
profit the farmers of the E>uth to gain
all these things and loc2 thair inde
pendenc oply to te compelled to pay
heavier tribute ) this new combine,
which with aching, compar-ionat>
heart, *~ longing t> fake them under
the shelter of its protccting(y) wing?
How pleasing indeed the prosprot—
that ‘‘the poor cotton planter now has
an ally among the great « »rporations!”
Ot cour:), you know rhat all tiaste
are rent by Diviie Wi'' to act as the
farmer’s alliee! Or at le~~t they say so.

Though we have more than once re
ferred to this matt2r, we will again,
1n order to refresh the memoiy of our
readers, afar» the obje2t- £1d methods
of this Compsny. Firat then, The
American Cotton Compeny, whose
President is Jno., E. 82arles, Sec'y-
Treas. of thegreat Sugar Tru-t which
as “‘the farmer’s ally” he favored him
by relieving him of milli- ne of dollars
for which he could find no pczsible uce
—this Company, with this President,
owns and controls the patents on th™»
new method of baling.

The first thing it did to arcuse sus
picion was to secure ity chartir in the
State of New Jersey, whoce lawa are
80 favorable to the formation of trusats,
instead of in the State of Illino*y, wh re
its manufacturing plant is situated.
Next it announced that it would not
gell its machinery, but would ‘nstead
lease the nec: a1y machines to locrl
corporaticns in various parta of the
South, on terme whb.ch it dictates,

Bacause the round bsle will be easier
handled and less liable t> fire it is ex-
pected that insurance and tranaporta
tion companies will give it greatly re
duced rates. In short, as the New
Orleens Itom says:

“Insurance companic * and transpor
tation lines will b2 induced or forced
td refuee insurance and transport
favoras o all cotion not cylindr ciliy
baled. A grower cannot therefore seil
his cotton to otheras than those who
own this pressing procesa aond the
pressing planta. DBy this means the
Searles T. ast gets a cinch on the price
of every pound of American cot'on,
and puts every grower in its power.
In the presence of this company, which
can, by a flash of the wire, scoop mil-
lions by putting down the price of the
raw cotton while in the hande of the
producare and re scoop other millions
when the consumer must purchase by
putting it up, even the Standard Oil
Trust pales into insigrificence.”

Other great papers and uomuszz'ed
men bave pointed out the evils of the
Company, and only last week the Bal
timore Sun said:

*'This corporavion, it is understood,
will refuse to sell any of the baling
meachines, but proposes to lease or rang
them to local corporations in various
cities in the cotton Btatc:. If this is
done, by regulating the renta's, this
great central corporation could regu-
late the charges for b>'ing in all the
States of the Ungion. In this same
maaner the great telephone monopoly
rented ite instruments to the various
lceal companies, eud prices were kept
up to an oppre~:’ 23 rate sll over the
Union until the par:nts began to ¢x
pire, when In some commuvities a
meeure of relief was obrained.

“If vae same system is inaugarat-d
by the cotiton-baling syndicate, iv will
oniy rcma‘a {or the powerful interesgts
combined io that enterprise ) induce
the leadic g cotton ¢ XChARRT ° O require
cylindrical baling. That done, ghe
eotton planters of the Uaited Statecs
will be helplc3s in the hands of the
monopoiy and will have to pay what
ever price for baling the syndicate
may see fit to demand., The legisla
ture of Texe3 hes uvndertaken to pro
te:t the planters of that Stary from
such a condition by requiring that the
baling machines operated there mustg
b1 cold and not leased. This may be
entirely unconstitutional. If it is, it
would be well to find some proper and
constitutional method %o meet the
same end, and not to rely upon the

’

legislatures to regulate charges. That
has been undertaken in regard to tele
phone rentals, but the telephone com-
panies have generally been able in
some way to circumvent or defeat any
such attempt wherever it has been
made. What can be accomplished by
& monopololy ‘n dealing with planters
is illustrated by the control of the cot-
ton geed market.”

That this company will have ample
opportucities to become a great mo-
nopoly if ita precoant schemes are suc
cessful and that it adopts no plauns
which are anfagonistic to this great
purpose, no one denies. And if any
one expects that, when the cotton
planters of the Souih are left to the
tender mercies of Sugar Trust £zarles
and his allics, they will be treated
with distinguished consideration - well,
such paople are hardly outside of the
asylum end we will not argue with
them.

But our object in writing this article
is to point out the latest scheme of this
combine.

Itis nothing more nor less than to
buy up all the purchasable Southern
editore—and sll who, if pot purch:s
able, are ignorant of if: unhboly
schemes., Last week The Progreasive
Farmer was cffered a enug little sum
for it1 irfl rence, but though of cour:?
we promptly and firmly refused, it
seems thateimilar offers have been ac-
capt :d by other papers— :ome of them
here in North Carolina.

We have on file in our cffice the re
ries of articles endorsing the methods
of the American Cotton Co., for the
publication of which as original mat-
ter we were cffered a neat little svm.
Among the papers which have already
publiched one or more of the: e articles,
i the pc-ition and manner called for
by the offer made us are:

The Raleigh News end Obezerver,
Goldsboro Headlight, £2otlend Neck
Coimrweonwealth, Laurinburg Ex-
change, Graham G.eaner, K'rsston
Free Prcs end Greenville, 8. C, Cot
ton Plant.

We do not eay and we do not believe
that these papers ‘'sold out,” but the
fact that they have evidently made
arrangement ~ to publish not as ads. or
the claims made by the company—but
a8 original or editorial matter, articlcs
prepared by this schemiong syndicate,
show that they are, to say the least,
very carelcs: end thoughtlees. If they
at once discontinue the publication of
the- 2y articies they should be excused
and their act attributed to careless-
nes3; if they do not, — ¢ Most of
these papara are continuaily *“‘fighting
sruets:” let them prove their faith by
their works.

The firat article in this series in
which the trust pays the wretched
editor to endorse its methods is a clip
ping from the Commercial Appeal, of
Mempbig, Tenn , with the titie:

The secona article in which the trust
makes the paper say many highly
complimentery things regarding itself,
bears the title:

COTT N PACKED IN THE NEW W AY,”
ETC , ETC

The third article which starts off
with the statement that *‘for oncs the
cotton planter has an aly among the
great corporations’” (iet us pray!) is
entitled:

*ROUNDLAP COTTON BALE3”

“To BATISFY THE DEMAND THE ENTIRE
Cror WiLL EVENTUALLY BE 80
BaLED "

And the other articlea are like unto
these.

Now, no editor could be accused of
improper motives were he to place this
ad among other ads. with an advertis
ing head, state that such are the claima
made by the Company and reserve
the right to say what he pleacad re-
garding the Company himeelf. But
such is not allowed. It is a condition
of the order that the editor must in
rsort the ade , not as advertisements
bat as editorial utterances—muat make
hia readers believe that out of an hon
est desire to help them he gays these
things.

And th's ie but one of the many
crafty plans of this ccheming concern.
We very much fear that after this
expose we will be unable to unearth
more of tbem, but we propose to do all
in cur power to defeat the purpose of
tn*a concern and we trusst our readers
will cooperate with us ‘n this en-
deavor
